T WAS THE summer of 
1986. In the scorching heat of 
the day, the head of the fam- 
ily wiped: the ‘sweat off his’ 
brow as he sat down, regard- 
ing with anticipation the enormous 
chunk of dark red watermelon that 
lay temptingly before him. He bit 
right into it and a grunt of satisfac- 
tion could be heard. The rest of the 
family gleefully followed suit. 

Hours later, hospital doctors were 
treating the group for chronic stom- 
ach cramps and other symptoms, 
brought on by the poisonous resi- 
dues of aldicarb -- un extremely po- 
tent pesticide whose use is forbidden 
On many edible crops. ο 

(ft should be noted that the family 
had stolen the miclons, just before 
harvest time, from the fields of a 
nearby moshiv. The moral of the 
fale did not have to be spelled out to 
them: in this way, they had alerted 
the mushav's residents and the 
health authoritics to the dangers, 
and the crop was destroyed. On the 
other hand, the residue level would 
have been lower, had they waited a 
few exten days until the fiarvest,) 

There is no country in the world 
that would condemn the use of pes- 
ticldes in agriculture, However, in 
Israel, as in other countries that rely 
on ogriculture as a major source of 
national income, a tendency can be 
found to spray, sprinkle und other- 
wise de-pest the land to an extent 
that could at times be termed exag- 
gerated. 

The blame cannot be laid in the 
lap of any onc government ministry 
ar other body; rather, it is the com- 
bination of many factors -- ‘“tradi- 
tien,” αὶ certaia nonchalance regard- 
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ing chemicals’ secondary effects, 
lack of funds (and interest) to en- 
force laws, ignorance of u viable al- 
ternative and a strong lobby/publici- 
ty campaign wielded by the chemical 
companies, the multinationals in 
particular, 

Hundreds of chemicals, produced 
both locally and abroad, are regis- 
tered with the Agriculture Minis- 

. ry’s plant protection department 

(PPD) as pesticides. That list is reg- 
ularly updated, and new toxicologi- 
cai data incorporated. While several 
active ingredients have been re- 
moved from the list in recent years 
due to evidence of their unaccepta- 
bly high toxicity (manifesting itself 
in carcinogenicity, or teratological 
side effects, etc.), it is a much easier 
procedure to add new ones, than to 
withdraw old oncs. 

But who controls the use of pesti- 
cides and enforces regulations? A 
committee made up of representa- 
tives from the Agriculture, Health 
and Labour Ministries — and, in an 
informal cnpucity, the Nature Re- 
serves Authority (NRA) — inects 
regularly to review the situation. 
‘Though these groups say that the 
committee is working well, further 
discussion reveals that budgetary 
constraints prevent hands-on con- 
{rol τὸ ἃ degree, and other Factors 
also hinder overall monitoring. 

Furthermore, all happily accuse 
the others of not doing their job as 
soon as a problem technically falls in 
someone else's domain. 

“Pesticides are used in the first 
place because they are active biolog- 
ically,” states Dr. Aharon Eisen- 
berg, the Health Ministry's toxicol- 
ogist. They are used to kill 
cockroaches at home or agriculturat 
pests in the field. 

True enough. But it should nat be 
forgoiten that Israel, at the junction 
of three continents, boasts a wealth 
of flora and fauna that belies its 
sinall size. A healthy ecosystem - 
one which encompasses human life, 
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as well ~ can only ensure that we 
continue (o reap (both foad and 
funds) from the land. 

It is sad enough that crop-dusting 
can damage the mating call of some 
wild animals - so that “he™ cannot 
find “her" -- but it is chilling to think 
that if those same animals die of 
pesticide poisoning, the conse- 

uences could have reverberations 
throughout the food chain. They 
could even have a tragic end at the 
family dinner table. 

To some extent, the situation has 
improved here in recent years. Iche 
Meir, of the NRA, says that a slight 
decrease in the use of pesticides has 
been noted since 1981, paralleling, 
he believes, a slight increase in 
farmers’ understanding. But Israel is 
still amongst the biggest users, he 
says. “Despite committees, once a 
licence is issued, everything is rather 
loose.” 

Take fluorocetamide, for exam- 
le, Most of the Western world for- 
ids the use of this rodenticide to- 

day, Meir and others note. Yet year 
after year here jackals, gazelles, fox- 
es, rare birds and “tens of thou- 
sands” of other natural predators 
are found dead, with the poison’s 
residues clearly identifiable in their 
carcasses. 

Monocrotophos (azodrin) - also 
uscd against mice, rats and voles, -- is 
not supposed to be sprayed nenr 
food crops. Yet, not only have resi- 
dues of this persistent chemical been 
identified in alfalfa fields in the Hula 
Valley area, the spray is also known 
to have reached nearby canals: in 
this way, i-e., via the water, it is 
almost certain to pass into the hu- 
man food chain. 

Isracl and Australia - both of 
which depend heavily on their agri- 
culture exports - are among the only 
industrialized countries still employ- 
ing these pesticides, 

Ofer Bahat, of the Society for the 
Protection of Nature’s Raptor Infor- 
mation Centre, admits that voles are 
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still a problem in the alfalfa fields of 
the Hula and Jezreel Valleys. But he 
notes that applying pesticides is only 
ashort-term solution. And it is not a 
good one if it disrupts a better long- 
term solution, like letting the natu- 
ral predators ~ buzzards, falcons and 
rare white-tailed sea eagles -- do 
their job. 

“The PPD people are under pres- 
sure from the farmers,” veteran zo- 
ologist Prof, Heindrik Mendels- 
sohn, of Tel Aviv University, notes. 
“The farmers come asking for a 

wick solution to a problem (where 
there Is a threat of damage) and the 
answer is found in pesticides." 

Alternatives that are either chem-, 
ical-free or require them in much 
smaller quantities have been tried 
and proven, Mendelssohn and oth- 
ers suggest: methods such as biolo- 
logical control and organic farming, 
which some kibbutzim have em- 
Ployed at least in part. (See box.) 

Field biologist David Makin is at 
the forefront of a fight to gain sup- 
port for Israeli bats — and to dispel 
some of the myths that surround the 
many species found here. He is 
ready to challenge farmers who 
claim that fruit bats are responsible 
for crop damage. In fact, he says, 
“they are beneficial, because they 
tend to go for the early ripe fruit,” 
thereby aiding efficiency. 

Dr. Sandie Sowler of the TUCN’s 
chiroptera (bat) specialist group, is 
also concerned about the rapidly de- 
creasing bat population. “The UK, 
France, Germany, Holland, Sweden 
and other countries (even Estonia) 
all have ‘strong laws protecting 
bats,” She told The Jerusalem Post 
OM 8 visit to Israel recently, ‘‘Any- 
one who breaks those laws in Britain 
will be fined up to £5,000. Such 
prosecution is not enforced in Israel. 
I was taken to Beit Nakallah, where 
( saw gnmmexane cans on the 
Bround, fresh ones, indicating re- 
cent fumigation, and two to three 
centimetres of bat bones.” 


TICIDES 


The fact that the fumigation was 
not carried out by the PPD does not 
make things any better, she and Ma- 
kin claim. On the contrary, it stress- 
es the point that anyone can fumi- 
gate, even without the department's 
approval, or knowledge. Makin 
adds that the kind of pesticides in- 
volved — such as lindane, a cheap 
and persistent chlorinated hydrocar- 
bon, like DDT — are known to be 
carcinogenic and are banned in most 
Western countries. 

Sowler elicited a promise from 
PPD director Shmuel Elhanan, 
which she was eager to quote. Il 
read: “We agree totally to cease fu- 
migating caves containing fruit bats, 

« providing a suitable non-toxic alter- 
native is available to us, for ¢xam- 
ple, the physical removal of fruit 
bats from a cave only when those 
bats are proven to be causing dam- 
age to commercial fruit crops. 

This alternative method is cut 
rently being discussed (with Makin) 
and seems likely to be implemented. 
she quotes Elhanan as saying. an 
adds, with a clear note of hope. “I 
think they have realized that fem 
gation is not necessary, and is pol- 
luting. ᾿ 

“This is a very tiny country a 
massive variations of species -- bol 
plant and animal," says Sowler. In- 
deed, the coalition of flora and fau- 
na from three continents found here 
is very exciting. It would be such ἃ 
pity to lose them.” 

For his part, Elhanan upholds 34 
statement, although he adds that it 
would really prefer that Makin kil 
the bats when he finds then. 

“If Πᾶνε an alternative to fluoro: 
cetamide, I'll use it." At the same 
time, the 29-year PPD director 
states: “We do not enforce the τς 
of pesticides. And to tell the ie 
we (could not) enforce it daily. μὴ 
follow EPA (Environmental Prote : 
tion Agency) guidelines (with re 
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to pesticide listing and lahel 
regulations) but my department is 
plant protection. Cest tout. 

‘On the subject of residues, Ela- 
hanan says, “I can very nicely throw 
the ball into someone else’s court. 
Enforcement, where edible produce 
js concerned, is the Health Minis- 
try's department. And the NRA en- 
forces Health Ministry laws. But we 
found that the NRA‘s glasses are 
not always the same colour as ours. 
You have to enforce a law according 
to its aim.” 

The Plant Protection Law dates 
back to 1954, a time when less was 
known about the implications of 
pesticides and, in the new country, 
no one pail much heed anyway. 
That was when farming “tradition” 
was set. The same tradition that al- 
lows officials to turn a blind eye to 
applications of pesticides as little as 
a few days before harvest — in the 
name of “plant protection.” (De- 
pending on the crop and chemicals, 
pesticide application should be 
stopped before harvesting.) 

A kibbutz farmer from the north 
told The Post that aldicarb (com- 
monly known as temik) is presently 
being used on cotton fields at that 
kibbutz just two months before har- 
vest time. Instructions on the label 
clearly state that its use must be 
stopped at least 90 days prior to 
harvesting. In addition, application 
of this highly toxic chemical (the 
same one that had the “watermelon 
family" in hospital) has not been 
made according to the instructions, 

Temik's sale is restricted and even 
po end-user must have a license to 

y it. Special application machin- 
ery is sold with it to ensure that the 
chemical is planted well under the 
ground. But this is costly and time- 
consuming. A simpler, albeit illegal, 
solution is to dilute it in water and 
feed it through irrigation pipes, as 
can be found in some cotton fields 
now. .

Indeed, Dr. Uri Marinoy, head of 
the Interior Ministry's Envi 
Protection Service, also said that 
“German children cating Israeli 
produce don't get the sume high lev- 
els of residues that Israeli kids do." 
The home market simply has lower 
standards, and inspection and anu- 
lyses are curried out more rigidly on 
Crops slated for export. 

“Who says you hive to grow these 
crops in the summer?" the farmer 
asks, and suggests une answer him- 
self: the chemical companies. “1 
know that if 1 found a way of culli- 
vating without using chemicals, I'd 
be paid millions nor to flaunt it.” 

(A Labour Ministry official wha 
attended i conference in Italy not 
long ago says he and a colleague 
were approuched by a representa- 
tive of one of the larger chemical 
companies and asked to remove a 
caution clause from the label of one 
of their products sold here.) 

“You have to do a cost-benefit 
analysis,” Eisenberg stated. “Who 
pays the cost and who gets the bene- 
fit?" Strawberries are a good exam- 
ple of how we're making money, he 
said. The picking is done at 4 a.m. 
and the fruit is already in European 
markets the same morning. “We 
have our suspicions” about farmers 
violating laws, he said, but have 
proven only one or two cases of 
misuse. Elhanan says his depart- 
ment has only found three per cent 
of misuse where pesticides are con- 
cerned. 

But then, “Who is up at 4 in the 
morning to enforce the laws?" asked 
Eisenberg rhetorically. 

At least one Labour Ministry offi- 
cia) suggests he would be willing to 
play a bigger role in the field, if only 
he had the means to do so. 


This ministry is responsible for 
setting the standards on worker 
safety — instructing that gloves, gog- 
gles and/or other preventive gear be 
worn (in the factory producing the 
chemicals as well as in the field), 
that showers be taken immediately 
after spraying, and so on. 


Yitzhak Wolf, the Labour Minis- 
try's head of safely inspection in ag- 
riculture, says he and his staff “can’t 
monitor what happens in the field 
because we don't have vehicles.

It is very difficult to ascertain the 
extent to Which pesticides permeate 
our lives. Two doctors at the Central 
Emek Hospital in Afula, in w 1986 
letter to the editur of the Journal of 
the American Meuival Association, 
refer to eight women patients who 
were all suffering fram similar symp- 
toms - weakness, dizziness, cramps. 
diarrhea, nausea, ete. 

“All (the women) lived in proxim- 
ity to cotton ficlds which were 
sprayed in the mornings” after ull 
the other family members had left 
the house. At first, the doctor 
thought he was dealing with “group 
hysteria,” but the symptoms subsid- 
ed gradually after weeks of crop- 
dusting. 

“The correct diagnosis was initial- 
ly overlooked,” the letter reads, 
“because of the non-specific nature 
of the complaint and an unaware- 
ness of this environmental 
intoxication... 

Lack of awareness may indeed be 
acrucial point. The situation on kib- 
butzim is better than on moshavim, 
where members may make individ- 
ual decisions, because control and 
group education are easier. But an- 
other source of the problem is well 
before the farmer-stage: the chemi- 
cal producers are instructed to take 
their wastes -- and are paid to do so— 
to the toxic waste site at Ramat Ho- 
vav, which Marinov says is function- 
ing well. However, they are often 
known to dispose of it instead in 
nearby rivers, wadis or empty lots, 
thereby saving themselves the 
silepp to Ramat Hovav -- and at the 
same time showing gross negligence 
towards society as the chemicals un- 
dergo reactions in the air and seep 
through the aquifer. 

Eisenberg may be right when he 
says that “There is no proof against 
fools,” but so is the farmer when he 
says we are condoning a potential 
time bomb. ; 

“Israel is involved in something 
that everyone else is doing, too, but 
we don't have much space to spare.

THE ART OF puppetry traces its 
roots to ritual observances in many 
different cultures - us far apart as 
Grecce, Indonesia and Japan -- and 
is related to the use of masks. 

In Asia the religious associations 
of these arts survive in the two char- 
acteristic forms of Indonesian pup- 
pet theatre: the wayang golek. 
which employs carved and painted 
wooden puppets manipulated on 
vertical rods, and the wayang kulit, 
which uses elaborately cut-out flat 
shadow puppets of parchment, also 
manipulated on vertical rods. 

Similarly, in various parts of In- 
dia, both shadow puppets and mari- 
Oneites (puppets manipulated by 
strings) are used to perform stories 
from the Sanskrit epic poems, the 
Mahabharata and the Ramayana, In 
Japan, the Noh theatre uses ninsks 
in formal plays of courtly origin, and 


in the Bunraku theatre nearly life- 
sized figures are manipulated by 
skilled black-clothed puppeteers 
who are by convention “invisible” 
on the stage. 

Closer to home, the clownish Kar- 
agoz shadow puppet is the principal 
figure in a popular form of theatre 
that spread throughout the Ottoman 
empire as far as the borders of In- 
dia, across Asia, through the Bal- 
kans and the Middle East to North 
Africa and as far west as Venice. In 
Turkish, Karagoz means “black 
eye,” the distinguishing feature in 
this character's bearded Profile.

Dance Magazine devoted six pages 
of pictures and text to Paradise 
Gained, which he created for the 
Louisville Ballet in the U.S. He has 
just come from another success, 
Antarctica, choreographed for the 
Irish National Ballet, of which he is 
still artistic adviser, and he will soon 
be going to Helsinki to set his Lady 
of the Camellias, originally staged by 
the Irish National Ballet, for the 
Finnish Ballet. 

Meanwhile, he is here to choreo- 
graph a new work for the Bat-Dor 
company, Sinfonietie, to the nusic 
of Morton Gould's “South Ameri- 
can Sinfoniette,” which will be pre- 
micred in September. 

Paradise Gained is based on the 
life of the French writer Colette, 
who scandalized and fascinated Eu- 
rope in the first half of the century. 
She was the first woman ever ac- 
corded a state funeral by the French 
government, but the archbishop of 
Paris denied her a church burial in 
1954 because of her fife style. In her 
61 years she was novelist, critic, re- 
porter, actress and dancer; and had 
three husbands, one child, an affair 
with the son of her sceond husband 
and many lesbian affairs. She re- 
mained in Paris when it was 
occupied hy the Nazis, and was 
mude # grund officer of the Legion 
of Honour. 

As a subject for hallet she may 
have seemed too complicated, and 
for years Colette's daughter refused 
even to meet Reiter-Soffer, let 
alone give her approval to the pro- 
ject.

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A NEW ISRAELI FILM, Fictive 
Marriage, may well ciuse u minor 
yiot in our cinemas. It is a social 
satire, walking the thin linc between 
vulgurity and social relevance, often 
slipping one way and another, but 
saying some highly unsettling 
things. Had the movie been shot 
after the intifada began, it might 
never have gone on record in the 
same fashion. 

Haim Bouzaglo, who adapted 
Avia's Summer for the screen, wrote 
and directed Fictive Marriage, dis- 
playing a peculiar knack of drilling 
in all kinds of neuralgic spots. Israe- 
lis won't much enjoy their own im- 
age in this picture, which, as is inev- 
itable in social satire, is not a 
balanced one. But then, irony is 
never level-headed if it wants to be 
funny. 

Eldad Ilan is a teacher who says 
goodbye to his family in Jerusalem, 
checks in at Lod airport for a flight 
to New York, and then sneaks back 
to Tel Aviv, where he registers in a 
small hotel as a former Israeli visit- 
ing his ailing mother. Next day he 
calls home, pretending to be calling 
from New York, and then, walking 
around town, is mistaken for an 
Arab by some Arab building work- 
ers, and before he knows it, has 
become one of them. 

Every morning he comes punctu- 
ally to his new job with his new 
comrades, and every night he poes 
back to the hotel, to the busum of 
the curvaceous reception clerk, who 
sees the friendly guest as her ticket 
to the America she dreams of. 
Meanwhile, the security officer who 
has discovered Ian's Juggage at the 
Rirport starts to investigate, meets 
his wife, and tries to find a logical 
explanation for his behaviour, 


TAKEN REALISTICALLY, THIS 
film doesn't have u hope. Once you 
Start wondering what caused this 
character to drop out in such an 
tinusual manner, and why the recep- 
tionist is serving a hamburger on 
roller skates in a Tel Aviv hotel, you 
May as well give up and go home.

Mistaken identity

Laughing matter? 


UNLIKE ELDAD, the protagonist of Fictive Mar- 
riage. director Haim Bouzaglo does not have to 
pretend to be a visiting yored in order to sec his 
‘troubled country from the perspective of an outsider. 

Bouzaglo was the real thing; the filmmaker re- 
turned to Israel four years ago after living in France 
for nearly a decade. In a sort of homage to his roots, 
he even opens the film with a shot of the Jerusalem 
house in which he was born. ἡ 

“One day in Paris 1 took ἃ look at my newborn 
daughter,” he says, while sitting in the Tel Aviv 
office of his company, Contact Productions. “I real- 
ized she would probably grow up speaking only 
French, having only a French identity, jf I did not 
come back here to live.” hee 

In France, Bouzaglo had worked as a scriptwniter; 
Fictive Marriage is his first directorial effort, He has 
taken an ambitious theme for his first film, which he 
says is “the search for identity in Israel.” 

It is an identity that he sees as being subsumed by 
the country’s parry | “ Americanization,” a trend 
personified in the film by a hotel clerk who hopes to 
arrange a “fictive marriage” with Eldad in order to 
emigrate to the U.S. : 

“It's funny,” says Bouzaglo, "that so many Israelis 
dream of going to New York, when every day New 
York comes more and more to Tel Aviv. The scene 
in the film when the characters go to the shopping 
mall covered with American flags is something I saw 
here myself." ΐ 

Bouzaglo sees these American dreams in part ap ἃ 
form of escapism from more pressing concerns, par- 
ticularly the question of Arab-Jewish relations. 
Here, too, he sees the question of identity as being a 
key factor. 

Min the film there is an Israeli who wants to be an 
American, an Arab who wants to be an Israeli, and 
an Israeli who wants to be an Arab, I think this is 
sad, but also very funny.” Υ 

These days it i hard to imagine anything dealing 
with the question of Arab-Jewish relations tickling 
anyone’s funnybone, but Bouzagio and producer 
Michel Sharfstein are gambling that Israeli audiences

are ready to laugh at what they claim is ‘the first 
comedy about our situation with the Arabs.” Bou- 
zaglo conceived the story six years ago, and filming 
began last winter just as the intifada was breaking 
out. τ 
“At preview screenings audiences have laughed 
from beginning to end," claims Bouzagio — including 
the scene in which a Jewish woman seduces Eldad, 
while he masquerades as a mute Arab labourer doing 
repairs on her home. Shortly afterwards, she even 
composes ἢ song memorializing the event, : 
“Yes, I know this 15 a controversial scene,” says 
Bouzaglo. “Some people who have seen it love it, 
and others hate it. But it’s grounded in reality. 


DESPITE the strong subject matter, Bouzaglo says: 
“the feelings on the set between the Jews and Arabs 
were excellent. For example, two minutes after Bar- 
Abba (the actor who plays Eldad) met with the 
Arabs playing the workers, some of whom were non- 
professionals from Jaffa, he was really a part of their 
up.” 
But Bouzaglo is well aware that the way the na- 
tional situation has developed in the past few months 
might make δ᾽ similar-movie more difficult to film 
today. P . 
“When we filmed a sequence in Gaza 881 winter, 


there wege no problems, and the local people were . 


very helpful, But just last week I returned there on 
another job, and a young boy started throwing stones 
at us. . .E admit, ] was frightened.” 

There is some irony in this, for Fictive Marriage 
makes a sharp point at the end about how anti-Arab 
paranoia ultimately destroys the protagonist's rela- 
tionship with his new-Arab comrades. 

“ΤῺ not saying there isn’t, any good reason for-a 
certain paranoia,” Bouzaglo says, “but there is in 
our country ἃ certain sickness, bitterness, in our 
relations with the Arabs.” ἡ 

“You know, one sign of a boy becoming a man Is 


his willingness to critiojze and laugh at himself,"' says _ 
the director. “I hope our society has becomte this ᾿ 


mature.” - “a 
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for all to see the shame of it. 
Through Haun’s eyes, the entare ταις 
ence pets a chance to unk at it 
through the other end of the binocu- 
lars, and the sight isn't a pretty une. 

Of course, this is all exapgerated. 
Bougaglo shows on the one band 
hard-working men, toiling fur their 
bread and bringing all their maney 
home to their families living in Gaza 
refugee camps, while next door, 
horny Israeli women with artistic 
pretensions are having a ball. 

There is no real Israeli parallel to 
the warmth inside the Arab family, 
maybe because Israeli families are 
different, or just becuuse there is no 
occasion to show it here. Bul once 
again, this is no balanced analysis of 
comparative mentalities. It is a sat- 
ire made by an Israeli, whose barbs 
are pointed at ourselves. 

Don't sturt cumpluining that this 
is another self-Magellation session: 
the ability to take aurselves iranical- 
ly may be one of our greatest assets, 


THE TROUBLE - FOR THIS is 
far from ἃ perfect movie — lies else- 
where, in Bouzaglo’s inexperience 
with (he medium. 

He is very gael at creating situa- 
tions, but this is more a series of 
incidents which do net develup; they 
simply adil one mure pun, He also 
has difficulty keeping the sume tune 
of voice all through. 

Sometimes he does something 
great. For instunce, Eldad [lan is 
silting on a bench eating his bagel 
when he is suddenly surrounded by 
amass of Arabs whom we never sec. 
We only heur their voices, see the 
objects they puss each other across 
his face, and his reactions. 

At other times he sinks to taste- 
less vulgarity, as when Idith Teper- 
son keeps asking for ἢ man ta come 
and fill a crack in her living room 
wall, The sexual imputation here is 
only too obvious. 

And then, as if dragged from an- 
other movie, next to the satire there 
is the security officer doing a parady 
of an investigation that features at 
least one very sick joke. On his way 
to the morgue, he is asked by his 
assistant to bring back some food - 
grilled kidneys or liver or some- 
thing. Get the subtle meaning? 


ONE OF THE PROBLEMS with 
Fictive Marriage has nothing to do 
with Bouzaglo's gifts, unless one 
wishes to complain that he was no 
ἔξόρποι, The film was shot last year, 

efore the uprising in the occupied 
territories, and the good relations 
between Jews and Arabs are almost 
inconceivable today. 

Shiomo Bar-Abba has the right 
kind of personality for the lead. He 
moves gracefully and has a talent for 
playing everything a bit smaller than 
life, which is just right for the part. 
Eli Yatzpan as Bashir manages the 
difficult task of turning ridicule into 
emotion; and Adiv Jahshan gives a 
sympathetic portrayal of the Arab 

“worker who befriends the dumb 
stranger, 

Idit Teperson carries her caricu- 
ture part well. Irit Sheleg has a more 
Gifficult time of it as Judy, the recep- 
tionist, who has to be sincere, wist- 
ful and risible all at the same time - 
which would be a tough assignment 
bill even with a more experienced 
director. 

Theoretically, if all had gone well, 
this would have been a funny pill 
with a bitter aftertaste. As it is, this 
is a meal whose every course caters 
to a different clientele, and requires 
a degree of indulgence in order to be 
enjoyed in its entirety. 

But don't dismiss it out of hand. Jt 
may be rough, often uncomfortable, 
to swullow, maybe because we are 
all a bit like this. 
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It was a mistake wrapped in confusion inside an error. 
When Bezek sent off a cheque to a taxi company for 
services randered, the country’s telephone empire wasn't 
settling a dobt as much as it was opening a wild and 
wooly can of worms. And before the cabbies could go 
laughing all the way to the bank, Bazok had to take them -- 
cursing and shouting — all the way to the courts. 


If it's true that you get what you pay for, Bezek must have 
got unbelievable service from the Arye Taxi Company. 
The talephone people paid a bill for NIS 182.70 with a 
cheque for 186,500 shekels, which was especially gener- 
ous considering that the debt had already been paid a 
year earlier. The second payment, almost big enough to 
buy the entire taxi fleet, was just a silly little accounting 
error, which can happen to anyone. Bezek’s wrong num- 
ber was compounded by a minor case of forgetfulness 
when taxes weren't deducted ai source, and that, too, can 
happen to anyone. So that should have made the pay- 
ment 182,700 shekels, which even though it had already 
been paid was a thousand times larger than they were 
supposed to pay, which they weren’t even supposed to 
pay at all. Adding three zeroes to a cheque could happen 
any time, especially at the time that Israel changed from 
the old shekel to the new, which ramoved those same 
three zeroes from the currency at about the same time the 
erroneous sum with the misplaced decimal point was 
accidentally written on the mistaken cheque, an unneces- 
sary untaxed overpayment in the wrong currency that 
could have been easily corrected out of court if Arye had 
ced the money, which they couldn't because... it was 
stolen.

AFTER YEARS of insisting that 
there is no such thing, I have come 
to the conclusion that Isrieli cuisine 
has been around for some time. We 
just haven't been able to see it. 

No, [ am not talking about hu- 
mous, tehina, felafel or shwarma. | 
am not even talking about concoc- 
tions with avocado and orange juice 
or new breeds of mountain goat or 
duck, or even the strange marriage 
of beef Wellington with Auube 
which I have seen. 

What I have in mind are the pies 
und quiches, the blintzes and the 
salads that characterize our wealth 
of dairy restaurants, 

If we have not recognized this, it 
is because of semantics. When you 
call something a quiche, it sounds 
French, pies sound English, blintzes 
sound like something from ¢ast of 
the Danube. 


TAKE OUR lunch at Leyad Haki- 
kar, a bustling dairy restaurant oc- 
cupying several rooms and the 
courtyard of a beautiful old Jerusa- 
lem building near Zion Square. The 
service was rather slow, but the food 
good and the portions overly gener- 
ous. This is one place where I would 
fecommend sharing a main course. 

I began our meal with “gazpa- 
cho," a dish that is ostensibly Span- 
ish but was totally unlike anything I 
have ever tasted in Spain. In fact, it 
was a very Israeli cold tomato soup. 

The same could be said for my 
companion’s cold yoghurt soup, al- 
though here, there was more of a 


resemblance to other cold cucumber 
and yoghurt soups of the Mediterra- 
nean, the Turkish jajik and the 
Greek dzadziki. 

We visited the restaurant en fa- 
mille, and the children ordered {ull 
portions, though later we learmed 
that they could have had half-por. 
tions. In fact they hardly ate any. 
thing they ordered, having filled up 
on the fresh, home-baked rolls with 
garlic butter, another item that has 
become a standby of Israeli cuisine. 

L, (00, found myself unable to fin- 

ish my main course of a baked pota- 
to splayed open and covered with 
mushrooms in a cream suuce and 
baked with cheese. In fact, | would 
have enjoyed it more without the 
heavy cheese topping. 
MY COMPANION tried the 
smoked fish platter, a creation of 
freshly sliced vegetables, inundated 
by rather more smoked salmon than 
any one person could possibly want 
to cat, not to speak of nuggets of 
tender, boned, smoked mackarel. 

The kids tried a superb artichoke 
pie and a Greck salad which did 
indeed taste like a Greek salad, 

In real local tradition, | had a 
bottle of black beer while my com- 
panion tried a not-unpleasant milk 
drink flavoured with carob and hon- 
ey. We were unable to eat dessert, a 
pity as there was some lovely 
creamy, gooey stuff, which sorely 
tempted me. 

Alter the meal, the proprictor, a 
microbiologist, who — I must report 
— recognized me, showed us his lab 
in which he watches over bacterial 
levels in the food. 

The bill for the four of us came to 
NIS 68.50. For two adulls, it totalled 
NIS 43.50. At that price, it remains 
something of n bargain. a

Herd instinct 


IF THERE is any single achieve- 
ment (0 which Israelis can point with 
pride in the area of nature it is the 
saving of the Nubian Ibex from ex- 
tinction. These agile creatures, the 
“wild goats of Ein Gedi", are an- 
cient residents of the deserts in (sra- 
el. Indeed, the name Ein Gedi, or 
“spring of the kid", is in their 
honour. 

Onee the deserts had many herds 
of ibex but they were hunted 
through the centuries. By the time 
of World War 1, when long range 
Sighted rifles became available, 
their death sentence was almost ab- 
solute. This was a case where an 
animal's natural defence, perfect 
under natural conditions, became its 
Achilles heel for the ibex and al- 
Ways protected itself by going up the 
mountain (hence its A sd τὴς 
yael or “will ascend”), There the 
animal stood, motionless as a statue, 
until it saw that the danger was over. 
But this same habit made it a perfect 
and even motionless target. 

By the time the State of Israe} 
came into peing there were perhaps 
a dozen pairs of these beautiful crea- 
tures left. It seemed that they were 
doomed but rigid conservation paid 
off. Today it is a rare visitor to the 
Ein Gedi reserve who fails to see a 
herd of ibex. There are also flourish- 
ing herds in other parts of the Jude- 
an'desert and a significant number 
around Eilat. In fact they are so 
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numerous now that they are in πὸ 
danger of extinction. Nevertheless, 
conservationists are cautious. While 
the specics may be flourishing here, 
it is practically, if not totally, extinct 
in surrounding areas where they 
once flourished. 

The ibex, champion climber and 
Jeaper of the rocky cliffs, is usually 
born in the early spring. The fe- 
males usually breed for the first time 
in the late autumn when they are 
about seven months old. After a five 
month gestation, they give birth, 
this first time, to a single kid weigh- 
ing about a kilogram. From then 00 
they breed once a year and have 
twins in almost every case. 
males fight for ascendency in the 
herd just before breeding and the 
hills ring with the resounding ¢ 
of their magnificent horns. 

From the moment it is born, δῇ 
ibex is as surefooted as ἢ aire 
once received a pair 0 
ibex which I was to nurse and take 10 
the then embryonic breeding nay 
at Hai Bar near Bilat.

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ZINA SCHIFF got the career op- 
rtunity of a lifetime when she was 
13 years old.

EVEN WHILE she taped the score 
of The Fixer, Schiff was studying 
under one of the world's greimtest 
violinists. After she had won a trip 
to a summer training institute from 
the National Federation of Music 
Clubs at age 12, someone arranged 
for her to play for Jascha Fleifetz. 

Heifetz was duly impressed with 
the young performer's talents, but 
she could not attend his master 
class, which met in Los Angeles two 
full days a Weck, for she had to attend 
public school. Besides, he felt that 
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Violinist Zina Schiff and conductor Dalia Atlas rehearse at the recording studio of the Jerusalem Mus Centre,

she was simply too young for it. 

Nevertheless, Schiff recalls, they 
were drawn to each other. She de- 
scribes him as “the easiest person to 
play for. He never shamed me.“ 

She played for Heifetz on a regu- 
lar basis until eventually joining his 
master class at age 16, for one year. 

Despite all this success, Schiff was 
never asked to do another movie 
score. Not many films require solo 
violinists, she notes, adding that 
“they got Isauc Stern to do Fiddler 
on the Roof.” 


AT A YOUNG age, she married 
Ronald Eisenberg and decided that 
raising a family would take prece- 


dence over her career. She never 
stopped playing, but her two babies 
accompanied her to rehearsals with 
orchestras across North America 
and around the world. Over the 
years, she hos given recitals or 
played solo with orchestras in Los 
Angeles, San Francisco, New York, 
Washington, Eastern and Western 
Europe and the Soviet Union. 

Schiff paid a high price when she 
married Eisenberg. 

“When I told Mr. Heifetz I was 
moving away fo get married,” she 
recalls, “he said that if T left, he 
would never talk to me again.” She 
left, and he kept his promise. 

“He was a man of very few 


words," she says, “and he would 
never go back on his word." They 
both cried when they parted, and 
Schiff wrote to him until just before 
he died last December. 

She missed the contact with a 
great artist. “1 ended up learning so 
much material on my own,” she 
Says. 


TWO YEARS AGO, when she was 
in Isracl to play with the Netanya 
Orchestra (she has also appeared 
with the Haifa Symphony and given 
recitals at the Tel Aviv Museum, 
kibbutzim and elsewhere), Schiff ac- 
quired some contemporary Isracli

radio announcer taped une of her 
performances and happened to play 
the tape fora friend of his, un execu- 
tive with Steadivari Records, a New 
Jersey label that produces classical 
music on compact dises. 

The next thing she knew, Moshe 
Saperstein of Jerusalem Records 
called her from Israc] to ask her tu 
come for recording sessions in 
Jerusalem. 

Stradivart and Jerusalem Records 
had just teamed ap, and Schiff’s mu- 

i ¥ seemed well-suited to 
i label's connection. But 
none of thuse considerations eon 
cern Schiff. 

“Ent in love with this place," she 
says during an interview in Jernsa- 
Jem. "Where else would TP wint to 
record my first album?" 


INSTEAD OF one albuin, Schiff 
recorded two. One contains concerti 
by Bach and Vivaldi, and the other 
is devoted to English composer 
Ralph Vaughan Williims’s works 
for violin and orchestra. 

Schiff didn't even know most of 
the music before Saperstein ap- 
proached her, and she says she has 
no idea how the selection was made, 
Nevertheless, she enjoyed all of the 
pieces and loved the challenge of 
returning to the studio. 

Saperstein says that Jerusalem 
Records and Stradivari only make 
CDs because “there's no market for 
records and tapes any more.” Ap- 
parently the music revolution 

asn't yet reached regio sae Lou- 
isiana, where Schiff and her family 
live. They don't have a CD player. 

She and her husband will head 
home to Shreveport next week, 
there (o await anxiously the release 
of Zina’s recordings. In the mean- 
time, (hey plan to go shopping for a 
compact dise player. “I hope they're

which was not quite as silly as it 
might have been, thanks largely to 
his 15 high-card points, ‘ 

East played the heart eight on his 
partner's seven, and South won with 
the king. He counted his certain 
tricks -- two black aces, the king of 
spades, and the king of hearts he'd 
just won. But there were some tricks 
to develop as well -- three, or better 
yet, four in diamonds, one or two 
more in spades, maybe even some 
hearts if East took the ace too quick- 
ly or was forced to lead that suit at 
some point. 

But first would have to come the 
diamonds, and the lead would have 
to come, at least once, from the 
dummy. But there was only one 
easy entry to dummy, the spade ace, 
and it certainly seemed premature

to take that card very quickly. That 
would limit the number of spade 
tricks declarer was likely to take. So 
at Trick Two, a small spade was led 
to the jack, and South was delighted 
to see that card win. . 

Now a diamond from dummy, the 
king holding when East played low. 
West, a well-known iron man at the 
bridge table, followed with the 
deuce, which in normal circum- 
stances would indicate a three-card 
holding in the suit. ᾿ 

But South paused to consider. 
Despite his partner's puny opener, 
his side had 24 high-card points. 
East had the aces of diamonds and 
hearts, he did not have the queen of 
spades, and he probably had one or 
two club honours. What about his 
shape? 


“THE OPENING lead, which 


looked like the start of a high-low 
peter, suggested that East had five 
hearts. The success of the spade fi- 
nesse might suggest that he had only 


two spades, and three or four clubs; 
that would leave him with two or 
thfee diamonds, and it was crucial 
that South find out which he had. if 
it was three, the queen of diamonds 
was the correct card to lead; if he 
had two, it had to be a small dia- 
mond. Was there any clue at all? 

South, after a long hesitation, fi- 
nally decided that East's hand was 
likely to be unbalanced rather than 
strong in high cards, {f{ he held the 
missing club, honours, all three of 
them, or even perhaps the king and 
the jack, he might have doubled for 
aclub lead, thinking that would de- 
feat the contract. The fact that he 
did not double mighf’ be taken to 
indicate that he'd overcalled with 2- 
5-2-4 distribution, which would 
mean that the ace of diamonds was 
now all alone. 

Tt was not very much to go on, but 
it was better than a blind guess, so 
South played a small diamond from 
hand, and was relieved to see the 
ace appear from East. That worthy 
now made a club return, and South 
ducked the second club, discarding 
hearts on both cards. But he won 
the third club with the ace, and led a 
spade to the king. 

He then surprised his partner and 
the rest of the players by claiming 
the rest. “It is a very simple double 
squeeze," he declared. "1 just cash 
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the diamonds. On the last of them, 
both players are squeezed in a red 
suit and spades. 

“IL know that East has the ace of 
hearts: now that he hasn't cashed it, 
he'll be forced to eat it. In the three- 
card position, he can't protect both 
hearts and spades. 

“Nor can West protect spades and 
clubs. When I lead the Last diamond, 
be must not discard the master club, 
which would allow me to claim right 
then; so actually, that allows me to 
claim - because the two spades in 
dummy would be high!" 

Making four no-trump was a fine 
score, Even three no-trump, when 
East took the heart ace after a se- 
quence of club plays, would have 
been better than average.

Margalit doasn’t think music 
has kept up with the times anc 
wants to introduce changes. 

“Concerts are still given ax- 
actly as thay used to be,” she 
says, “which is fine for the au- 
dienco that loves and undar- 
stands music, but it doesn’t at- 
tract enough young people." 

in Naw York, she research- 
es, writes and produces televi- 
sion programmes which com- 
bina music, drama and visual 
elements to make classical 
music more accessible to a 
mass audience. She has also 
established a non-profit orga- 
nization, Music and More, 
which prepsros concerts, vid- 
eo and TV programmes for au- 
diences of differant musical 
levets. 

Until 1975, Margalit was a 
typical concert pianist, par- 
forming with orchestras, 
chomber groups and as a 
soloist. 

“When my son was born, | 
taok him on concert tours with 
ma. When he was three years 
old, there was a terrible snow- 
storm which kept him ma- 
rooned [n the hotel for a 
week...1 decided this was no 
way to bring up children.” 

She gave up performing for 
six years, but when she got 
back to it, “my perspective 
was different and | dacided 
that in addition to furthering 
my career, | also wanted to 
make 8 contribution to society 
by trying to bring music to 
people who wouldn't other- 
wise get to the concert hall.” 

She is here on a short vaca- 
tion but will be back to per- 
form with the IPO during its 
1989-90 season when she 
hopes to bring some of har 
ideas to Israel.

have preferred not to huve it that 
way but would rather have had 
more planning anc less improvi- 
sation, at which Israel succeeds 
so well. But there simply wasn't 
enough time to plan evarything 
down to the last detail so impro- 
visation often had to come to the 
rescue. In Agman's percaption, 
this is the wrong way to do 
things; however good anyone 
may ba at improvisation, it 
shouldi’t be something to rely 
on. 
Now thal most of the hard work 
involving thuusands of people is 
out of the way Agmon can atl- 
dress himself to the post rortam. 
One of the things that rankled 
most was the extraordinary vol- 
ume of negative madia publicity.

Nonetheless, after attending 80 
per cant of the events around the 
country, Agmon says that Israel 
still does not have the infrastruc- 
ture for something of this scope. 
This was glaringly the case with 
the central exhibit which actually 
should have been held in Jerusa- 
lem, not Tel Aviv- “but there was 
nowhere in Jerusalem to put it.” 
Tel Aviv had more than enough 
problems; parking space in the 
fair grounds area was inadequate 
and tho public toilets were a di- 
sastor, with people waiting in line 
for up to half an hour. 

These were not the only prob- 
lems; dealing with a coalition 
government was no picnic, with 
the different sides pulling against 
each other. “It would be much 
easier to work with one party re- 
gardless of whether it was left- 
wing or right-wing. | wasted far 
too much time talking, explaining 
and persuading.” At one stage 
the government froze the budget 
and Agmon didn't know if and 
when the thaw would come. 

But all things considered, Ag- 
mon did not go Into the project 
blind-folded, He anticipated most 
of the difficulties which came his 
way. So why did he go ahead 
with it? “How often do you get 
this kind of a chance? It's a once-

MARK SHIVAS, producer of such 
television successes as The Giit- 
tering Prizes, Moonlighting and 
The Evacuees, has just become 
head of the BBC Television drama 
group. ee 

“It is in my view quite simply 
the single most important job in 
drama in the world," Shivas said. 
The BBC-TV drama department 
produces more series, serials and 
single plays than any other televi- 
sion station. 

Shivas, 50, has spent the past 
20 yesrs producing award-win- 
ning TV dramas and films. His 
first television production, The 
Six Wives of Henry Vii, in 1969, 
has sold in 78 countries. 


The glitter has occasionally 
basn tarnished — by The Borgias 
{"It was far too complex, and the 
falture, In particular when Alas- 
dair Milne publicly criticized it, 
hurt”) and the film, Richard's 
Things, one of several collabora-

Shivas was brought up in Lon- 
don, where his father was an En- 
glish master and his mother a li- 
brarian. He attended Whitgift, a 
day public school, before going 
to his father's Oxford college, 
Merton.

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love of drama, though his mother 
was the cinema-goer. The habit 
rubbed off and Shivas would go 
to the pictures after school. 

He read law at Oxford, but his 
heart was In films and journal- 
ism; he became film critic of 
Cherwell with the aim of being 
film critic of The Observer. After 
an undistinguished law degree, 
he dabbled in free-lance journal- 
ism and PR before setting up 
Movie magazine. In 1964 he got a 
job in Granada’s story 
department. 

“I'm sure one reason was my 
law degree because | could deal 
with artists’ contracts.” He 
moved to script reading before 
presenting ITV's Cinema. “But it 
was short-lived as Granada liked 
presenters with a ready smile. | 
was replaced by Michael 
Parkinson,” 

Shivas’s break came with an 
offer from Gerald Savory, then 
head of plays at the BBC, to pro- 
duce The Six Wives of Henry Vill. 
Shivas had found his metier. “A 
producer Is a wet nurse, a critic, a 
creator, an organizer. i found | 
could do it all.”

] am starting with a mohile air conditioner 
that can be wheeled from room to raom. This 
is such a good idea that it is surprising it wasn's 
available before now. A little late for this 
season, Electra is just launching locul sales of 
its new product, reportedly with almost inune- 
diate delivery if you apply right away. 

It will be called “Coolie” here and in most 
countrics to which it is already being exported 
- except in South Africx, There, Electra's 
management admitted to me, the name was 
rejected because it is a derogatory term for 
citizens of Asian extraction. For the South 
Africa market, Electra plans to use 
“Snowy"'as the tradename. 

Lest there be any misunderstanding, Elec- 
tra’s air conditioner on wheels is the genuine 
article in al] respects. It is not one of those fans 
of the desert-cooler type that is uscful only in 
dry regions. Nor is it a primitive type of mo- 
bile air conditioner I once encountered in an 
Italian hotel room, which had to be refilled 
with water every few hours. 

If nothing else proves that the Coolie is a 
true air conditioner, the high price -- about 
NIS 2,500 -- will do so. In fact, its major 
drawback is that it costs much more than a 
wall-unit air conditioner of the same strength. 
The Coolie has a mere three-quarter horse- 
power, the same as a built-in Electra Junior, 
which costs about 30 per cent less. Either is 
sufficient to cool a 16 sq.m. room — the size of 
a large bedroom or small living room. 

Asked why the Coolie costs so much rela- 
live to built-in air conditioners, Electra's gen- 
eral manager Ya’akov Lifshiftz said it is a 
more complex piece of equipment. It consists 
of two sections — an interior unit of 42 kg. that 
sits on the floor on wheels, and an exterior 
section of 8 kg. that hangs or sits outside the 
window until the Coolie is to be moved to 
another room, 

__ The flexible tube that connects the two sec- 
tions is 160 cm. long, but it is only 3 cm. in 
diameter, designed to go through a crack in 
the window frame. Because no permanent 
installation is required, the Coolie is consid- 
ered ideal for tenants of rented flats. 

The running cost is minimal, since it con- 
sumes a mere 1.1 kw per hour. This also 
means it can be used in any flat with standard 
one-phase electrical wiring. Although ihe 
compressor section of the Coolie is indoors, 
Not outside as in ἢ conventional split-unit, it is 
ΤΩΝ quiel in use.

A solution to this problem is 
offered by Bosmat of Kibbutz Hafetz Hain, in 
the form of wet-wipe tissues impregnated with 
a pleasant-smelling substance called “Life.” A 
container of 35 of these wet tissues, hailed as a 
replacement for the old method of using kero- 
Sene on a rag, costs NIS 5. They are available 
at chain stores, pharmacies and perfumeries. 


IF YOU'RE AN inveterate early-morning 
beachgoer and want a T-shirt to proclaim it, 
you can get one with the slogan "7 A.M. on 
the Beach" and an appropriate picture , from 
a new novelty T-shirt firm called “‘Izraeliana.””

IF WATCHING television at home or going 
to the beach isn't sufficient to relax you this 
summer, a Rehovot firm called “Chemitec” 
may have the answer. 

hemitec is specializing in bio-feedback 
techniques to train péople to relax. It does this 
through workshops for the high-pressured 
“managerial class, and by selling self-training 
bio-feedback equipment to individuals to use 
at home. 

The bio-feedback technique is good against 
“tension, headache, high blood pressure, in- 
somnia, fatigue, irritability and forgetfulness” 
(the latter often a result of chronic stress), says 
Dr. Michael Katz of Chemitec, whose training 
is in medical bio-chemistry. 

He makes: the point that prospective cus- 
tomers should, of course, make sure their 
symptoms have no medical causes before 
seeking bio-feedback for relief. His system 
involves no medication, and the equiprflent, 
he says, is not considered medical, and there- 
fore requires no Health Ministry ticence. 

The principio in bio-feedback is to use mind 
over matter to alter the hormones and metab- 
lites of stress to those prevalent during astate 
of relaxation. The equipment from Chemitec 
is twofold: audio cassettes in Hebrew or En- 
glish with relaxation-technique instructions; 
and a battery-operated device to measure 
one’s state of relaxation through signals from 


‘the forehead or palms of the hand. The latter 


involves a “musical response metre," devel- 
oped here by Katz and a partner, Alex Ro- 
jinsky. 

, The price of these bio-feedback kits, how- 
ever, seems more likely to raise blood pres- 
sure than reduce it. They sell for about 
NIS 240 each.

wine. The new packaging, however, enables 
Carmel to market these small bottles in the 
supermarkets, where they are selling for just 
about the same price as an equivalent quantity 
of wine in a large bottle. Each bottle holds just 
two glassfuls of wine, 

The advantage of the individual bottles, 
apart from their attractiveness as a gift, is that 
the bubbles don't keep well in a large bottle 
‘once it has been opened. 

The container retails for N{S 7.98 and con- 
tains 187 ml. of wine. A big 750-ml, bottle of 
Fantasia is listed at NIS 6.10 and the Bosca 
Peach at NTS 7.80, 

As a “special” for the High Holydays, Car- 
met is offering a “cocktail kit” containing five 
bottles of liquor, nuts, four glasses, and ἢ 
shaker ~ all for NIS 63.25. 


OSEM, which a fortnight ago launched new 
cookie lines in its own name, came out last 
week with new cookie lines under the Frou- 
mine name. Osem bought out Froumine cight 
years ago. ; 

The newest cookies include a cream-filled 
type called “Cremugit"' -- so far with chocolate 
filling only — at NIS 2.95 per 200 gr. These are 
parve, 

Marked “dairy” is another new Froumine 
line called Ma’afe HaBayit (“Home Baking"). 
Ti contains a wide variety of flavours, includ- 
ing some original ones, such as “‘halva and 
sesame.” 

Asked why these should be labelled “dairy” 
by the Or Yehuda Rabbinate, although they 
contain no butter or milk at all, Osem general 
manager Dan Propper explained that it is 
because they are made on the same sophisti- 
cated factory-line as other cookies which do 
contain milk. 

For anyone in a kosher household, this situ- 
ation seems ridiculous. Either a cookie should 
contain real butter and therefore warraat be- 
ing limited to dairy use, or it should be non- 
milk and certified parve so that it can be used 
freely at any time. Here, we are getting no 
benefit at all from the “dairy only” limitation. 

The new home-style line with the Froumine 
label, in a re-sealable cardboard carton, costs 
NIS 4.30 for 400 gr. Curiously — or perhaps 
not so curiously -- this makes the price identi- 
cal to that of the new “Patisserie” line of 
home-style cookies (certified parve) under the 
direct Osem label, as I reported last week. In 
other words, Osem is competing with itself — 
as Osem and as Froumine — but not in price!

A DECADE after World War {I 
this reviewer, a national serviceman 
in the British Zone of Germany, 
made a point of searching for what 
remained of Jewish life and history 
there. In Hamburg, there were dis- 
creet communal offices on the Rath- 
enbaum-Chaussee nnd, on the Kie- 
lortallee, an unobtrusive little 
synagogue was attended by a bare 
Sabbath minyan. The pre-Hitler 
Liberal Temple had been trans- 
formed into a broadcasting house 
for Nordwestdeutscher Rundfunk, 
which graciously opened its doors to 
the community -- Jews, half-Jews 
and so forth — on two or three occa- 
sions during the year. From Ham- 
burg, my quest led to a newly erect-

ed synagogue (for a handful of Jews) 
in Liibeck, to Heine's birthplace in 
Dilsseldorf and, finally, to the mass 
graves and memorials at Bergen- 
Belsen. 

If, nine years later in Poland, I 
discovered anti-Semilism thriving 
without Jews, the new Federal Ger- 
man Republic of 1954-55 seemed no 
more keen on commemorating Ger- 
man Jewry than on reminding itself 
about the Nazi . Things have 


evidently changed a good deal since 
then. 


READING THIS BOOK is, in it- 
self, an astonishing experience. 
Thea Altaras, the 64-year-old au- 
thor, is a Yugoslav-born architect of 
yekke parentage and a Holocaust 
survivor. While living and working 
in Giessen since 1965, she has devot- 
ed much of her time to the rediscov- 
ery of Hesse’s vanished Landjuden- 
schaft, small rural kehillot that once 
flourished throughout that area of 
Germany. The product of her inves- 


tigations, aveompanied by a wealth 
of diagrams, tabulated data, maps 
and photographs in colour und 
monochrome, can now be seen in a 
volume of rare beauly, scope and 
importance. 

The fact emerges that, of 363 syn- 
agogues and prayer houses dotting 
the region in 1938, only 40 per cent 
were actually destroyed on Kristall- 
nacht. Allowing for the 59 that have 
been demolished, on various pre- 
texts, since 1945, no less than 164 
buildings in which Jews once con- 
gregated for public worship still sur- 
vive — as private dwellings, business 
premises, garages, banks, churches 
and museums. Although some of 
these were sold to non-Jews at one 
time or another, it is reasonable to 
suspect that not all of the present 
occupants have an unimpeachably 
legal title to the property; and only 
ina very few cases have the local 
authorities seen fil to record a build- 
ing's Jewish origin on some com- 
memorative plaque. 

The whole of one page is reserved 
for colour illustrations of a mikve 
(ritual bath) unearthed in 1984, 
which served pious Jews in one 
townlet until 1920. Most of the pho- 
tographs and architectural dingrams 
relate, however, to ἃ vast number of 
former synagogues (large and small) 
that are now put to different use ~ 
and to which the present owners 
occasionally denied Aliaras right of 
entry. Fully detailed architectural 
and historical accounts of each 
building are supplied, covering the 


Kassel, Giessen and Darmstadt re- 
gions, and it is noteworthy that less 
than a dozen synagogues — whether 
pre- ar post-war ~ are in Jewish 
hands and used by Jewish worship- 
pers throughout the state today. 


ARCHITECTURALLY speaking, 
the importance of euch individual 
Hessian synagogue and prayer 
house should not be exaggerated. 
The major significance of Thea Al- 
taras's bok lies in the fact that it 
portrays a once-vigorous Jewish tra- 
ditional life among farming commu- 
nities, reminding us that the ussimi- 
lated middle-class German Jew was 
often no more than a stereotype. In 
hoth Eastern and Western Europe, 
Ashkenazim did not always become 
city folk out of choice. 

Dedicated to the memory of those 
who perished in the Holocaust, this 
volume is also meant for the survi- 
vors and their descendants nil! over 
the world who may wish to learn 
about their German Jewish heri- 
tage. A certain bitterness can also 
be detected in the author's observa- 
tion that three score places of wor- 
ship survived Hitler but not post- 
war demolition, while the 
remainder have undergone forms of 
“conversion” which she considers 
highly inappropriate. 

A thoughtful foreword by Dr. 
Wolfgang Gerhardt, deputy premier 
of the Federal State of Hesse, indi- 
cates that ἃ governmental decision 
has been taken to preserve all the 
surviving structures. From what he 
writes, it would also appear that this 
book received an official subvention 
and that copies have been placed in 
school libraries. “An easy way for 
the Germans to salve their con- 
science,” one is tempted to remark, 
but in all fairness, can one really 
ignore the lack of concern for Jewish 
relics elsewhere? 

Governments within the Commu- 
nist bloc have reduced the number 
of “their” synagogues to an alarm- 
ing extent since 1945, while many 
more have been abandoned, sold. 
off, and condemned to the sledge- 
hammer in the “free” West. One 
cannot help wondering how many 
Jewish communal bodies, state au- 
thorities, and British or French pub- 
lishers would be prepared to invest 
money and teamwork in this kind of 
historical project, even‘on a.more 
limited scale. Recent experience 
compels me to state that (outside 
Israel and North America) no one is 
particularly interested. Ό 


RABBI YOEL SCHWARTZ origi- 
nally wrote a two-volume work 
which has now been translated and 
condensed into a slim volume enti- 
tled Zion Today: Tora Perspective. 
It is likely to offend and anger the 
Orthodox Jew happily living in the 
Diaspora as well as both non- 
Teligious and religious Zionists set- 
tled in Israel, But this does not 
detract from this well-written, very 
Informative and stimulating work. 
The author notes that the Jewish 
nation cannot reach perfection out- 
side Israel, and the Land's holiness is 
incomplete unless the Jews live in it. 
Of the 613 commandments of the 


Tora, 195 are applicable only in © 


Israel, while 78 depend on being in 
Israe} together with other circumst- 
ances, The Land is special for many 
teasons. As the Midrash states, mitz- 
voi performed outside the Land are 
considered only a practice for their 
full realization in Israel. Rabbinic 
ordination was carried out originally 
only in [sracl, and the Jewish calen- 
dar could only be determined by the 
Beit Din in Jerusalem.

under the direct supervision of the

The comment of Rabbi Yechiel 
Michal ‘Tukachinsky, who criticizes 
the Jews who continue to live in hutz 
fe’aretz (outside Israel) and those 
who do live in Israel but do not worry 
about leaving it for a vacation or 
even permanently, is quoted appro- 
vingly. But why is this? He says that 
the materialistic life abroad is too 
enticing, noting the “justified oppo- 
sition" to Zionism it encourages, 
From force of habit, the native-born 
or veteran resident tends to lose his 
appreciation of the Land's unique- 
ness. So what is the solution? 

We must strengthen and enrich 
our spiritual lives und remove 
ourselves from the fleshpots of hutz. 


la’areiz, We need to learn about the 
centrality of Israel and contemplate 
its holiness. More attention must be 
paid to the prayers and the blessings 
which are full of longing for Zion and 
Jerusalem. We should never speak 
disparagingly about Israel -- whether 
of its climate, produce or residents — 
even if our criticism is valid (unless 
our aim is to improve the situation). 

‘The Zionist movement is severely 
criticized. It was anti-religious and 
headed by Theodor Herzl who origi- 
nally wanted a homeland in Argenti- 
na or Uganda, At one time he sug- 
gested ἃ mass conversion of all Jews 
to Christianity. Even “religious 
Zionism" is perceived as a “danger- 
ous form of association with wicked- 
noss.” However, Rabbi Schwartz 
admits that there are hardly any 
aggressive secular Zionists today, 
noting, on the contrary, an openness

THE BOOK CONCLUDES with a 
fervent appeal for aliya, “What are 
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we waiting for?” the author asks. We 
must make the first move and not sit 
passively waiting for the Messiah to 
come. Even if making aliya involves 
danger the risk must be taken, 
although each individual should dis- 
cuss his own case with a Tora author- 
ity. In 1948, someone asked the 
Hazon Ish if he should move from 
near the border to a safer area. The 
Hazon Ish answered, “If everyone 
ata that is where the border will 
6." 

Rabbi Schwartz is highly critical of 
the Tora-observant Jews who re- 
main in the Diaspora, and even 
criticizes the attitude of some of 
those living in Israel. He notes that 
some rejigious institutions may raffle 
off a trip to hutz la’areiz as a prize 
when, in fact, Jewish law allows one 
to leave Israel ~ even temporarily — 
for very few prescribed reasons only. 
One may even encounter a religious 
Jew who boasts that all his posses- 
sion are imported from Autz /a'aretz. 

This small but powerful work 
should stimulate the religious Jews 
still living abroad and inspire those 
living in Israel. Its message would 
have been even more persuasive had

TEVYE, Sholem Aleichem's de- 
lightful and tragic creation, that exu- 
berunt, opinionated and ultimately 
powerless figure, responds to just 
about everything with ἃ quote from 
the Scriptures and Jewish liturgy. 


“You Bible a person half to deuth 
and think you've solved the prob- 
lem,” exclaims Golde, Tevye’s wife. 

Tevye uses quotes to intimidate 
and inform, to cajole and ridicule; 
they allow him to display a body of 
knowledge -- albeit limited - and 
thereby transcend his lowly eco- 
nomic und social station. Tevye's 
incessant quoting from sacred He- 
brew texts embodies the very es- 
sence of his personality. Ironically, 
it is also the “thorniest problem he 
presents to the translator.” ἢ 

So explains Hillel Halkin in the 
introduction to his fine new transla- 
tion of Sholem Aleichem’s Tevye the 
Dairyman and the Railroad Stories 
which together comprise the first 
volume in the Library of Yiddish 
Classics, a new series edited by Ruth 
Wisse. 

It was commonplace for speakers 
of Yiddish to spice their talk with 
Hebrew verse. In that Tevye is not 
unique. But in translating from Yid- 
dish to English, what is the transle- 
tor to do with this copious infusion 
ofa third tongue? To delete entirely 
would be to a mi an é 
part of the text. Translated into En- 
glish, the biblical and rabbinic pas- 
sages sound urchaic and undermine 
the warm tone of the original. 


HAILKIN, for the rhost'part, follows 
the format of the Yiddish text, giv 
ing only Tevye's Hebrew (unfortu- 
nately transliterated), with transla- 
tions provided in the glossary at the 
end of the book. Sholem Aleichem 
appealed to a mass audience, aay 
of whom could not follow Tevye 
quotations. To be told what these 
mean, argues Halkin, when his audi 
ence and even characters within his 
tales “are baffled by ie 
create a rather odd effect.

ALSO COMING under scrutiny is 
Hellman's account in Pentimento of 
her adventures in pre-World War II 
Europe as a courier for the anti- 
Fascist underground, the basis of 
the film Julia. The credibility of 
Hellinan’s story was severely under- 
mined by a book published in 1983 
by a woman named Muriel Gardi- 
ner, whose espionage activities 
matched almost exactly those of 
Hellman’s mysterious friend “Julia” 
— except that Gardiner had never 
inct Hellman. 

The most serious charges against 
Hellman stem from her account of 
the McCarthy years, Scoundrel 
Time, which has been the subject of 
severe criticism by both historians of 
the period and Hellman's contem- 
poraries. . 

Rollyson's book provides a de- 
tailed account of the drafting of her 
famous letter to HUAC, which con- 
tained the indelible line, “I cannot 
and will not cut my conscience to fit 
this year's fashions.” 


HELLMAN does deserve praise for 
her courage in defying HUAC, but 
her account of the affair focused its

attack not on right-wing McCarthy- 
ites but on liberal intellectuals (such 
as Lionel Trilling}, whom she ac- 
cused of weakness and implicit col- 
laboration with the reactionury 
forces conducting the witch-hunts. 

This charge incensed many of her 
peers, such as Mary McCarthy, who 
struck back at Hellman by pointing 
out that two such liberals, the play- 
wright Arthur Miller ond the pro- 
ducer Sidney Buchman, had not 
only defied HUAC in a similiar 
fashion prior to Hellman’s testimo- 
ny, but had been more courageous 
through revealing their political be- 
liefs more openly. 

Rollyson offers the intriguing the- 
ory that Hellman wrote Scoundrel 
Time in 1975 because she was con- 
cerned about emerging criticism of 
her unrepentant attitudes towards 
Stalinism. Unlike many other for- 
mer communists, Hellman refused 
to acknowledged the injustices the 
USSR had committed in the years 
she was an ardent supporter of its 
policies. 

Hellman was attacked on this ac- 
count in Meyer Levin's book Obses- 
sion. Levin's beef against Hellman 
stemmed from his conviction that 
she had used her influence on 
Broadway to suppress his stage ver- 
sion of The Diary of Anne Frank in 
favour of the one later produced 
which "borrowed" his work while 
dimfnishing the story's Jewish ele- 
ments. Levin's attack had a basis in 
Hellman’s aversion to her own Jew- 
ishness, and an outright hostility to- 
wards Zionism.

The Comtesse 
Sibylle Martel de Janville, also 
known as the cartoonist Bob, de- 
picted the Algerian Jews. who had 
been granted French citizenship 
quite simply as locusts. (Despite 
such unwelcoming attitudes and all 
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There is much doubt today as 
to Hellman’s literary worth, Ouee 
topical plays such an WateA en ie 
Rhine and The Searching Wind have 
diated badly, and only the effective 
melodrama The Lite Fores is likely 
to hold up over the yeurs. 

Bul one needn't wait for the test 
of time τὰν make an assessment of 
her character, The New Republic 
editor Martin Peretz, a close friend 
of Hellman for years, recalls the 
time Hellman reacted with rage 
when she learned that he had ¢o- 
hosted an [srael fund-raising purty 
with the right-wing lawyer and for- 
mer McCarthy aide Roy Cohn. 
Hellman excoriated him, and re- 
fused to accept Perez's admission of 
mistaken judgment, and this im- 
pelled him to shoot back: “It's true, 
Lillian, 1 attended a party in his 
[Cohn's} house... but atleast [ never 
socialized with Stalin!" 

Hellman hung up and never spoke 
to him again, Rellyson should count 
himself fortunate: that six fect of 
earth stand between him and what 
would surcly be Hellman’s wrath at 
his book. 


ELIA KAZAN is an equally contra. 
versial figure in the American artis- 
tic community, and probably more 
so than ever after the publication of 
this startling memoir. Kazan has ap- 
parently decided to bare body and 
soul, and his revelations have made 
A Life one of the most talked about 
books of the scuson on Broadway 
and in Hollywood, 

If this result seems somewhat cal- 
culated by Kazan, that's hardly sur- 
prising. Much of his life seems moti- 
vated by an unchecked self-interest. 
He attributes his ambition in part to 
his Anatolian Greek family back- 
ground, and to the combativencss of 
the perennial outsider. He felt him- 
self an outsider as a drama student 
in WASPy Yale. 

Despite this, the aspiring young 
actor Kazan worked with the newly- 
founded nee Theatre, where he 
established links with such promi- 
nent theatrical figures as Lee Stras- 
berg, Clifford Odets and Harold 
Clurman. The group's mix of politi- 
cally radical drama with Stanislav- 
ski-inspired ‘‘Method" acting pro- 
vided the artistic foundation for 
Kazan’s subsequent career. 

His Broadway triumphs as a di- 
rector -- The Skin of Our Teeth, A 
Streetcar Narned Desire, Death of 
Salesman, and his career in Holly- 
wood:' On The Waterfront, East of 
Eden, Baby Doll -- were unsur- 
passed in their time. He introduced 
the Group theatre style of Method 
acting to mass audiences. It is a do- 
minent style in America. 

Kazan's success had its price but 
secured him many advantages — the 
hatter in his case secm to have been 


the horrors of the Vichy regime, it 
was in France — rather than Israel —

hurting, somebexly?" 


AMONG the other individuals 
“hurt” by Kazan were the actors he 
named as former conimunists in his 
HUAC testimony. By his own ad- 
mission, Kazan joined the Commu. 
nist Party for the usual voguish rea. 
son, but he lacks the courage to say 
outright thal a similar self-interest 
impelled him to name names. Yet 
the half-hearted ideological justifi- 
cation he attempts is quite weak. He 
himself records the threats of Darryl 
Zanuck, Dore Schary and other 
Hollywood notables, that his bur- 
geoning film career would be termi- 
nated if he didn’t snitch to HUAC. 
“There were days I longed to be 
forgiven,” writes Kazan, who then 
does a volte-face, and notes: “I am 
hota forging man. {do not ask the 
forgiveness of my enemies, nor do I 
forgive them." Indeed, even here he 
has scores to settle with a number of 
people appalled by his HUAC testi- 
mony, including Miller, Strasberg, 
and particularly Lillian Hellman, 
Kazan totally dismisses all his ear- 
ly filmwork here, and says “The 
only genuincly good and original 
films I've made, 1 made after my 
testimony.” Indeed, his finest film, 
On The Waterfront, stands up for 
the moral rights of the stool-pigeon. 
Apart from his directorial work, 
Kazan has written several successful 
novels, There’s no denying that A 
Life is a well-written and utterly fas- 
cinating chronicle of the life of a 
uniquely talented individual, But his 
elements were desperately mixed, 
as in the case of Hellman. 
“The reputation ['d rather not 
have is a betrayer of trust,” he 
writes. Yet little even in his own

anyone that his reputation is 
undeserved. 


more significant fact: “The official 
Jewish community never became 
formally involved in protest during 
the Affair.”

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PERHAPS it's becanse Frederic 
Raphael has dune so much work in 
television that he has ne compunc- 
tion about presenting re-rans in hrs 
fition. Elis 17th novel, After the 
War (Collins, 524 pp., £11.95) re- 
peats themes, situations, plot de- 
vices und so on found over und over 
again in his previous work, One has 
the feeling that, as with Philip Roth, 
this British novelist is compelled to 
keep rewriting the same story until 
he gets il right. 

Not, of course, that Raphacl 
necessarily gets it wrong. But after 
all, how much can be mined out of 
the bright young marginal Jew tap- 
dancing down from Cambridge and 
pliding into the morally vague world 
of big-moncy show business?
